IKE TO CONFER 


WITH STASSEN 


ON ARMAMENTS

AUGUSTA, Ga. ft - President 
Eisenhower will confer here 
to­ 
morrow with Harold 
E 
S ta te n 
amid fresh indications the United 
State* now sees some chance for 
agreement with Russia on a first 
step toward di*armament 


Stassen. 
Eisenhowers 
disarma­ 
ment adviser, is scheduled to ar-1 
rive by plane from Washington to­ 
night. After talks with the vaca­ 
tioning President at the Augusta 
National Golf Club, he will return 
to London for resumption of dis­ 
armament negotiations b y a U N 
subcommittee. 


Recess of the negotiations for 
the Easter weekend brought Stas- 
sen to Washington Saturday for an 
interim

State Dulles and other administra­ 
tion officials. After that meeting 
the government put out a state- J 
ment calling for a continued ‘‘se­ 
rious effort to reach an initial par­ 
tial agreement for a first step” 
toward 
disarmament 
with 
safe­ 
guard* for inspection and control. 
Personal Report

Jam es C. Hagertv said Dulles had 
recommended that Stassen make 
a personal report to tile President, j

IS REPORTED 


WASHINGTON (/Pi—1The possibil­ 
ity of a hltherto-unsuspected he­ 
reditary hapard from atomic hadi- 
ation was reported today by an 
Atomic Energy Commission sci­ 
entist. 
New evidence from mouse tests, 
reported Dr. W 
L Russell, sug­ 
gests the possibility 
idia- ' 
Hon may tend to shorten the life­ 
span not only of the person re­ 
ceiving it but also of children sired 
by exposed Individuals. 
Up to now, shortening of the 
life span has been considered a 
potential hazard only for persons 
directly exposed. Genetic, or he­ 
reditary, hazards are considered 
to include such things as physics' 
and mental d*f**** but not short­ 
ening of the life span. 
Dr. Russell, chief geneticist in 
the Biology Division of the AEC’s 
Oak Ridge National Laboratory, 
prepared his report for the spring 
meeting of the Natiqnal Academy 
of Sciences. 
He 
said 
the 
life- 
shortening effect 
showed up 
in 
first-generation offspring of ex­ 
posed mice. 
Describing tests made of male 
mice exposed to “ m oderate doses” 
of acute neutron radiation from a 
nuclear explosion — presumably 
at one of the Nevada tests, Dr. 
Russell reported these results: 
Length of life in offsprings of 
such mice was shortened by six 
tenths of a day for each roentgen 
(unit of radiation) received by the 
father In his reproduction system. 
If the same ratio were to hold 
true for humans, he said. It would 
give 
a 
20-day 
shortening of 
a 
child’s life for each roentgen of 
radiation received by a father. 
Conditions

might 
make

effect 
“somewhat sm aller,” he said.
